All laws in force for the protection of  public bridges,
und all laws that may hereafter be enacted fortheir protection, and
all ordinances of the city of Milwaukee for the protection of bridg-
€8 within the city, shall be applicable to said bridge.

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An act to prescribe certain duties of the Attorney General of the State,
end the District Atterney of Milwaukes county.

THE People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate
and Assembly, do cnact as follows :

Section 1. The attorney general is hereby required, upon the
passage of this act, to call upon David Merrill, and make demand
that the amount received by him, the said David Meriill, as re-
ceiver of the Milwaukee and Rock river canal lands, be forthwith
paid over to the state treasurer, and that the books, papers, and
- vouchers belonging to the said oflice of receiver, and relating to
said canal lands, be forthwith delivered over to the state treasurer ;
and if upon such demand being mnade, the said David Merrill shall
refuse or neglect to pay over said money, and deliver over said
books, papers, and vouchers, or if he shall refuse to pay over said
money or any part thereof, he shall be deemed guilty of embez-
zlement, and the official certificate of the attorney general shall be
evidence of the said demand and refusal.

Sec. 3. That if the said David Merrill shali fail or neglect to
comply with such demand for the space of five days, then the at-
torney general of this state be, aird he is hereby authorized an
required to cause a mandamus to issue from the supreme court as
soon as expedient, against David Merrill, the receiver (heretofore
appointed) of the receipts of the sales of the lands granted to the
territory of Wisconsin, to aid in the construction of the Milwaukee
and Rock river canal, for not having delivered over to the state
treasurer the books, papers, and vouchers belonging to said office
of receiver, in accordance with the requirments of law, and for not
having made report to the proper officer, in the manner required
by law.

. Sec. 3. The said writs of mandamus shall be made returnable

according to law, and shall be served by the sheriff of any county

in the state or his deptuty, either personally, or by leaving an at-,
tested copy of said writ at the usual place of abode of said David

Metrill, and the said cause shall be proceeded in and deternined

as soon as may be, after the return of the writ properly served.
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Skec. 4. The attorney general of the state is hereby authorized
and required to commence suit immediately, upon the official bond
of the said David Merrill, in any one of the circuit courts of this
state, and to prosecate the same te final judgment.

Sec. 5. The distriet attorney of Milwaukee county is hereby
authorized and required to present the said David Merrill to the
grand jury of Milwaukee county, for indictment, and institute
such other and further criminal proceedings against the said David
Merrill as are proper and legal, under the laws of the state, for the
crime of emhezzlement; and the said criminal proceedings (with
the aid of the auvorney general) shall be prosceuted to final judg-
ment.

SEc. 6. This act shall take effect from and after its passage.

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An act to incorporate the Wisconsin Bridge Company.

THE People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate
and Assembly, do enact as follows:

Secrion 1. That Alexander Mitchell, Agoston Haraszthy,
Thomas W. Sutherland, Charles Haraszthy, and such other per-
sons as shall associate with them, be, and they are hereby incor
porated by the name and style of * the Wisconsin Bridge Com-
pany,” and by such name may sue and be sued, plead and be im-
pleaded in any court in this state, and may have a common seal,
and may change the same at pleasure.

Skc. 2.  Alexander Mitchell, Agoston Haraszthy, and Thomas
W. Sutherland, or any two of them, are hereby appointed com-
missioners to receive subscriptions to the capital stock, and shall
open a book of subscription at the house of Agoston Haraezthy,
in the county of Sauk, on the first Monday of March, A. D, one
thousand eight hundred and forty-nine, which book shall be kept
open for three days.

Sec. 3. The capital stock of said company shall be twen-
ty thousand dollars, and shall be divided into shares of ten
dollars each: Provided, said company shall have power to increase
the capital stock to any amount not exceeding fifly thousand dol-
lars.

Sec. 4. The said company shall have power to build and con-
struct a bridge across the Wisconsin river, between the towns of
Haraszthy and Prairie du Sac, at some point owned by said com-
pany from fractional section six (6), town nine (9) of range
seven (7), in the county of Sauk, and extend across the river to
section six (6, town nine (9), range six (8), in the county of
Pane * and no other bridge shall be constructed within six miles
ot eaid oridge. .
